Stocks were set up for 
the wayward to demonstrate the types of punish- 
ment. “The customs were unique and the society 
was neat and orderly.” 

Students visited Raven Hill Discovery Center 
prior to the event to learn how to make rope and 
start a fire. They also learned weaving and 
spinning techniques, and made biscuits and butter. 

The event was a culmination of weeks of 
studying the colonies. Colonial times were studied 
in an interdisciplinary format and included social 
studies, math and science.

Families caring for loved ones 
with Alzheimer’s Disease or another 
memory-impaired illness, will soon 
have an opportunity for respite 
through a new adult day care center 
in East Jordan.

Living Room has sites in Petoskey 
and Gaylord. The East Jordan center 
will be a satellite of The Living 
Room. 

The Brookdale Foundation se- 
lected The Living Room as one of 46 
organizations across the country to 
receive the $7,500 grant. Charlevoix 
Area Hospital provided the matching 
grant. 

“We're real excited about the 
location at the senior’s center and the 
service it will provide,” said Nancy 
Ellison, who is director of market- 
ing and public relations for 
Charlevoix Area Hospital. 

“There’s areal need there. Right 
now there is no adult day care in East 
Jordan, Ellsworth or Central Lake. It 
will provide relief for people in that 
area,” Ellison said. 

Charlevoix Area Hospital and 
The Living Room will be working on 
additional funding for transportation 
to and from the center. 

“Transportation is important be- 
cause usually the caregivers are eld- 
erly spouses and it’s hard for them to 
get out,” Ellison said. 

The hospital and The Living 
Room are working on a possible ar- 
‘tangement with Charlevoix County 
Transit, said Kate Snow, RN, and 
executive director of The Living 
Room. Snow is also president of the 
Michigan Association of Adult Day 
Care. 

Although some details still need 
to be worked out, the center is a real- 
ity. 

“We're very excited to be get- 
ting the project going,” Snow said. 
“We're grateful to Charlevoix Area 
Hospital for making the local match- 
ing funds.” 

The grant request was written by 
Snow and by Chris Curtin, RN, who 
is certified in gerontology. 

The center is needed in the area, 
Curtin said. She is from East Jordan 
and said she could see the benefits. 

“The community has been won- 
derful,” Curtin said. “Everyone is so

Snow agreed. “The East Jordan 
people are very warm to work with.

The smelting pot 
representing the Iron Works is the 
only emblem with any current mean- 
ing. 

East Jordan’s first “official slo- 
gan,” according to its inaugural tele- 
phone directory printed in 1941, was 
“The Rainbow City of the North” 
spawned (pun intended) from the 
once rich fishing waters of the Jor- 
dan River and surrounding streams. 
This, of course, was before the ad- 
vent of the lamprey eel and the 
DNR’s efforts to control them. These 
factors, along with the installation of 
the weirs and improvements to the 
public access sites, significantly 
changed the ecological balance of the 
river — all but eliminating the pre- 
mier rainbow trout habitat that once 
made East Jordan famous. 

Time and the reconstruction of 
the permanent fixed bridge in down- 
town East Jordan helped to create in 
the estuary area a perfect bedding

ground for the swans which gave rise 
to the “Swan City” moniker for East 
Jordan in more recent years. Today, 
however, the swans have all but dis- 
appeared from East Jordan’s 
Sportsmen’s Park. 

Currently, the area is inundated 
with ducks and geese during the 
warmer months creating a dung- 
fowled (pun intended) playground 
for the ganders and gulls waiting for 
potato chip handouts from park visi- 
tors. 

Neither of the above slogans nor 
the city’s current logo really fit East 
Jordan anymore. Charlevoix has 
been “Charlevoix the Beautiful” for 
as long as I can remember; Boyne 
City’s “Hometown Feel, Small Town 
Appeal” has been in place for a year 
and works well for them.

Boyne school board hears from Paullin Group

The Boyne City School Board 
heard a presentation for plans to im- 
prove the schools from The Paullin 
Group at a special meeting on Mon- 
day, but decided to wait until next 
Monday’s regular meeting to vote on 
whether to hire the firm. 

The Paullin Group is a firm that 
specializes in helping schools design 
and build new facilities and advises 
schools in bond proposal campaigns. 
It has been working with school dis- 
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tricts for 20 years, said Bob Paullin. 

Paullin presented the board with 
the firm’s background and methods. 
The design/build approach used by 
the firm has several advantages, he 
said. The architects and builders are 
a team and not in adversarial posi- 
tions, as they usually are in other 
methods. This results in a single 
source of responsibility to the owner, 
in this case the school district. 

The Paullin Group involves all 
staff in forming decisions for design 
and use of space when constructing

a new building. It generates excite- 
ment and the staff understands that it 
is important to the whole process, 
Paullin said. In talking with each staff 


member, the firm gathers various in- _ 


formation. 

“We consider curriculum, in- 
struction. methods and the relation- 
ship.to the space,” Paullin said. Cli- 
mate control is important, as are 
lighting and windows. It’s distract- 
ing to students if a room is too cold 


or too hot. Windows are important, 
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in the classroom, Paullin said, citing 
studies that show light and windows 
to be a major contributor to the learn- 
ing environment. 

Paullin spoke of the firm’s 16 
steps in the design/build process, 
starting with the school district re- 
taining the Paullin Group,.and includ- 
ing the solicitation of bids from con- 
tractors and architects, the evaluation 
of proposals, the development of 
equipment and furniture specifica- 
tions and the construction phase. 
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The firm’s methods result in cur- 
riculum-sensitive buildings, expeédi- 
tious completion of the project anda 
savings of 10 to 15 percent on all 
project costs, including fees, Paullin 
said. Its policy of not allowing any 
change-orders by the contractor dur- 
ing construction, saves time and 
money, he said. 

Paullin addressed the time 
needed from the beginning of the 
project until a bond proposal election. 
The Community Group, the citizens’

group that formulated recommenda- 
tions for improving Boyne City 
schools, asked if an April bond elec- 
tion was possible. 

The time table presented by The: 
Community Group was possible, 
Paullin said, but it would be tight. It:

Boyne city manager resigns

Boyne City’s longest-serving 
city manager resigned on Tuesday at 
the city commission meeting. 

After 13 years, Dr. Randy 
Frykberg decided to accept a posi- 
tion as a municipal consultant. The 
resignation is effective on Jan. 6, 
1997, 

Frykberg said the decision was 
a tough one for him and his family. 
Frykberg and his wife, Diane, have 
two sons, Andrew and Eric. 

“This was a decision that was not 
taken lightly, nor was it an easy de- 
cision,” Frykberg said, “It’s been a 
very good 13 years, that’s part of 
what makes it a tough decision.” 

A month ago he never would 
have guessed he would be accepting 
another position, Frykberg said, even 
though he had felt the stress of the 
position. City managers average four 
years on the job. 

“Tt wasn’t something I sought 
out, The opportunity came up and | 
wasn’t interested," he said. "But then 
they sweetened the offer.” 

Prykberg commended city offi- 
cials and staff for the support and 
teamwork they have shown. “We’ ve 


accomplished a lot together, the in- 
dustrial park, the infrastructure, and 
the waterfront development,” 
Frykberg said. 

Frykberg will stay in the com- 
munity. “There’s too much Boyne 
City in me to leave,” he said. 

Mayor Thelma Behling said she 
is glad the Frykbergs will still be her 
neighbors, but she will miss Randy 
at city hall. 

“It’s my wish that Randy keeps 
advancing in his career,” Behling 
said. “We’re very proud of what 
you've done,” she told Frykberg. 
“We've seen a lot of dreams come 
into reality and we'll miss you.” 

Commissioner Bill Grimm told 
Frykberg the commission would be 
there for him in the future, “although 
I think we'll be needing you more.” 

Frykberg will be joining the firm 
of Wade-Trim, Inc., a consulting and 
engineering company based in Troy. 
He will work at the company's 
Gaylord office. 

He said he will make the transi- 
tion from city hall to his new posi- 
tion a smooth one, and will help the 
city with matters that come up. After 
jotning Wade-Trim, Frykberg said he 
would offer his municipal consulting 


services to the city, 

Frykberg’s new responsibilities 
involve assisting cities in the devel- 
opment of projects and grants, and 
also business development in the pri- 
vate and public sector. 

Commissioners and staff said 
they want the team spirit in city hall 
to continue under a new city man- 


ager. “We want someone with the 
same focus,” said city clerk Sue 
Hobbs. 


Frykberg said a city manager has 
to adopt the value system of the com- 
munity and not the other way around. 

Commissioners accepted 
Frykberg’s resignation with regret. 

The city will begin the search for 
acity manager immediately. It plans 
to advertise by newspaper, profes- 
sional publications, posting and pas- 
sibly on the Internet. 

Typically, it takes three to four 
months to fill a city manager posi- 
tion, Frykberg said. He will continue 
part-time after Jan. 6, if the position 
has not been filled. 

City clerk Hobbs and other offi- 
cials will take on additional respon- 
sibilities in the interim.

Snowmobiling is a fun and ex- 
citing way to spend a winter’s day: 
It can-also be dangerous when safety 
rules are ignored. 

Last winter 45 people died in 
snowmobile accidents, breaking the 
record of 39 set in the winter of 1974- 
75. Snowmobilers can reduce acci- 
dents and fatalities by following ba- 
sic safety rules, according to Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources law en- 
forcement officers. 

“Tt is crucial for people operat- 
ing snowmobiles to drive safely and 
drive smart,” said Herbert Burns, 
chief of the DNR Law Enforcement 
Division. “Drivers should always be 
aware of potential hazards and use 
good judgment.” 

He suggests snowmobilers 
should follow these safety tips:

All 
snowmobilers are encouraged to be 
certified. Children between the ages 

12 through 17 must be certified in 
order to operate a snowmobile with- 
out adult supervision.

Winning ts not unfamiliar to the 1996-97 
Boyne City boys basketball team. Whether it be 
on the court, the diamond, or the football fiefd, 
success has come in big ways. 

Many of this year’s senior players were on 
the regional champion baseball team of last year, 
and the regional runner-up basketball squad. 
Nearly the entire team, juniors and seniors alike, 
was with the Ramblers this fall as they made foot- 
ball history with their 10-1 season. So come play- 
off time, this group should have no problem han- 
dling the big games, win or lose.

Charlevoix Lake Associaton, Coast Guard Auxiliary share common goals

The Lake Charlevoix Associa- 
tion presented a check to the 
Charlevoix Coast Guard Auxiliary in 
appreciation of the auxiliary’s con- 
tribution to recreational boating 
safety. 

The auxiliary will use the money 
to purchase a TV with a built-in VCR, 
to be used as a teaching tool in its 
boating safety classes. It will also 
have it at boat shows to help alert 
visitors to water safety regulations 
and concerns. 

The auxiliary also plans to pro- 
duce its own tapes featuring area aids 
to navigation and pointing out vari- 
ous danger areas. 

Both volunteer organizations, 
the Lake Association and the Auxil- 
iary share common goals. The aux- 
iliary promotes boating safety 
through classes and patrolling the 
lakes on weekends during the sum- 
mer, and the Lake Association pro- 
motes safe boating. Both groups are 
concemed with ecology — the Aux- 
iliary, through waming boaters about 


dangerous and hazardous practices 
that contribute to pollution; and the 
Lake Association in cooperation with 
the Tip of the Mitt Watershed Coun- 
cil, helps fund water quality studies. 

Most recently the Watershed 
Council, with funding support from 
the Lake Association has conducted 
a study of algae in Lake Charlevoix 
that indicates pollution is occurring. 
Results of the study have identified 
175 locations on the lake which con- 
tribute to the problem. 

Next year those two groups plan 
to contact owners of the identified 
property in an effort to help them 
solve the problem. 

In an effort to educate children 
about the need to protect the envi- 
ronment, the association each sum- 
mer offers yearly “Experience Lake 
Charlevoix” trips on the Beaver Is- 
lander to acquaint sixth graders from 
the Boyne City, Charlevoix, and East 
Jordan schools with the lake and its 
ecology. The youngsters get oppor- 
tunities to measure water quality, and 
are told about the dangers that seri- 
ous changes in the ecosystem (e.g.
